Ir is a curious problem, intimately connected with 
| human progress or retrogression, to unravel ** What is the 
'Moral of the War?” And it is one which cannot be 
considered, without a sense of its importance, and a 
practical advantage i in elucidating it. 

Before, however, any attempt is made to do 80, it
